Nothing attracts more attention 
just now in live stock circles than 
the course of the trade in fat cat- 
tle. Producers have been quite 
contented over the general hog 
market, and have felt moderately 
well. satisfied over the figures of 
late commanded by good fat sheep. 
Cattle, though, have disappointed 
the hopes of many—for many have 
been going to: have a boom in cat- 
tle at this time, whether or no. 
We have at no time felt that an 
early boom was prospective, but 
have all along urged the probability 
that prices would quietly recuper- 
ate. The course of the market in 
Chicago during a portion of the 
past week has been calculated to 
encourage the highly sanguine; yet 
while some of the best prices (out- 
side of holiday stock) known for a 
long time have recently been real- 
ized, we feel that the situation calls 
for a caution not to expect too 
much. It must be remembered 
that Chicago has handled about 
seven per cent. more cattle in the 
last six weeks than in the same 
time last year; and while it is a 
source of gratification to know 
that the market has shown strength 
in the face of these supplies, it 
shows that too many cattle are 
available to greatly enceurage the 
beom expectation. According to 
the best intelligence available, 
ranch losses have been compara- 
tively light the past winter, and the 
market will not derive much moral 


support from the idea of great | 


losses there, unless March sheuld 
bring about a change in the news 
from that quarter. Cattle are likely 
to quietly and steadily do better, 
and the country will be much more 
to be congratulated if they return 
to a paying basis in this way than 
if the same end were accomplished 
in a less substantial way.

He Talks About the Mills. and 
Randall Reduction Bills. i 
WASHINGTON, March 22.—Speaker 
Carlisle has been looking over the 
ground and trying to he p Mills out 
of his dilimma. He said: “I am 
free to admit that I am notas confident 
as I should wish that the Miils bill for 
a roductlou of revenue will pass in its 
original shape, but I am assured that 
some tariff reduction measure will go 
on the statute books before this session 
of Congress adjourns, The difficulty, 
from what I learu, grows out of con- 
flicting claims and intere-ts of whisky, 
sugar, wool, sait and lumber. Some 
want-whisky and tobacco to carry the 
bulk of the revenue reductions; others 


insist on sugar aud tobacco, and soon, 


as the interests of constituencies are 
affected. ‘These.conflicting interests I 
think will be adjusted. I have my 
doubts whether wool will be continued 
on the free list; that seems to be the 
stumbling block in the way of many 
Democrats. I have never been par- 
ticularly determined about wool.“

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History of the Case of Mrs. Anker 
' —Leeal Surgical Skill Tei- 


Mention was made in the Ga- 
ZETTE sometime ago of a remark- 
able surgical operation performed 
by local physicians on Mre. Anker 
of Washoe city, a tumor of immense 
size being removed successfully? 
The patient is now rapidly recover- 
ing and the Gazetrse mindful of 
its promise to publish, at the proper 
time, a history of the case, detailed 
a representative yesterday to gather 
what facts the physicians would 
disclose concerning it. The physi- 
clans were somewhat reticeut at 
first, because of their reluctance to 
violate the ethics of their profes- 
sion, but the following account was 
finally elicited: | 

The ease was what is known in 
medical terms as à fiboro-cystic 
tumor of the right ovary. The 
tumor was of immense size, fillin 
the entire abdominal cavity an 
eucroaching on the liver and other 
abdominal organs and seriously in- 
terfering with their functions. The 
growth of the tumor, as is always 
the case, was extremely rapid, and 
under the most favorable conditions 
would have terminated fatally in 
three months; hence, an operation 
for ita removal was not only justi- 
fiable but imperative. The case 
first came under the notice of Dr. 
Dawson on the fourteenth of last 
month, and the situation having 
been fully explained to the patient, 
she at once very sefsibly consented 
to an operation, and with this in 
view was at once removed from her 
home in Washoe City to our county 
hospital. Preparations for the 
operation were at once commenved 
by placing the patient under a rigid 
tonic and dietary course of treat- 
ment, and on the Ist. instant Dr. 

Dawson, assisted by Doctors Lewis, 
Thoma and Bergstein, successfully 
removed the tumor. The success 
of an operat.on of this nature de- 
pends largely on the observance of 
antiseptic conditions, and with this 
in view even the minutest details 
were not neglected. To insure an 
atmosphere free from any possible 
germs of infection, the walls of the 
room were kalsomined with a car- 
bolized preparation and the wood- 
work thoroughly scrubbed with a 
solution of corrosive sublimate. 
The patient, nurse, aod everyune 
eonnected with the case, was re- 
quired to take an antiseptic bath; 
every instrument, sponge, and arti- 
cle used in the operation was ren- 
dered thoroughly antiseptic by 
being placed for several hours in a 
hot solution of carbolic acid. Dur- 
ing the operation the wound and 
hands of the operators were con- 
stantly under a carbolized spray 
thrown from two steam atomizers. 
In short, nothing that could in any 
way contribute to the safety of the 
patient was neglected, and to these 
extreme. and, as it may seem to 
many, needless precautions, the 
present gratifying condition of the 
patient is due. The wound was 
dressed with antiseptic gauze, which 
was not disturbed for eight days, at 
which time it was perfectly free 
from any offensive odor. The time 
consumed in the operation and 
dressing was about one and one- 
half ours, at which time 
the patient had rallied from 
the chloroform, and from that hour 
to the present the case has not pre- 


‘sented a single unfavorable symp- 


tom. The patient is now sitting 
up for a.short time daily. 

This case is one of peculiar inter- 
est, inasmuch as it is the first of the 
kind ever attempted in this State. 
Previous to this such cases were 
either left to die or they were sent 
away to be placed iu the hands of 
specialists. The public as well as 
the physicians who bad the moral 
courage to undertake the operation 
are to be congratulated on its suc- 
cessful termination, as it demon- 
strated fuliy that we have home 
talent, and further that our climate 
is rticularly favorable for the 
performance of such operations. 

The result is doubly gratifying as 
there was a strong opposition 
brought to bear on the ground that 
our pbysiciags had vot sufficient 
experience and were not ed 
of the requisite skill to undertake 
so formidable an operation, That 
such was not the case the present 
tavorable condition of the patient 
and that she has been rescued from 
inevitable death and restored to her 
tamily aud a life of usefulnessfully 
demonstrates.

DAN SOHL SUICIDES. 


His Business Reverses In Rene 
the Cause of thé Self-Murder. 


The sad intelligence is telegraphed 
that D. B. Sohl, a former resident 
and business man of Reno, has 
committed suicide, hia sad reverses 
of the past two years having been 
more than bis proud spirit could 
stand. His arrival bere from Vir- 
ginia City about one year ago will 
be remembered, and from the day 
be announced his intention of 
embarking in business up to the 
time of bis failure he was recog- 


nized as being among the foremost 
of the merchants here in enterprise 
orinany movement which would 
advance the progress of the town. 
That he allowed bis enterprise to 
overbalance his judgment was soon 
apparent and he found himself in 
such an embarrassed condition 
financially that he had no other 
resource but to turn over all of bis 
property to bis creditors. This he 
did to his eternal credit, and when 
he left here Dan Sohl was penniless 
but with bis honor untarnished. 
be sad story of his death is related 
in the following dispatch: 

Saut LAKE, March 21.~The dead 
body of D. B. Sohl, a former merchant 
of Reno, Nevada, was discovered near 
the Jordan riyer this morning by a 
boy who was fishing. In Sohl’s right 
hand was a revolver tightly grasped, 
with the muzzle in bis mouth, and 
every indication seemed to show that 
deceased fred the fatal shot with the 
revolver in that position, the ball hav- 
ing crashed through a part of the 
skull, leaving quite a large hole at the 
pointof exit. The body had appar- 
ently laid where found for two or 
three days, 

In Sohl's pocket was found $14 in 
coin, some tobacco and a pocket-knife 
and some letters. Among the letters 
is one addressed to Mrs. D. B. Sohl, 
Virginia City, Nevada, dated March 
18, in which he speaks of Mrs. Sohl in 
very affectionate terms as being one of 
the dearest of wives, and that his con- 
templated suicide is because he cannot 


bear the idea of seeing her and her 


children suffer. , 

Part of the letter reads as follows: 
J can only tell you this: Iam crazy 
from grief on account of my failure in 
Reno, and there is no happiness in 
this world forme, I cannot eat, rest 
or sleep any more. I have lost all 
ambition, all hope,’

The American Merino has been 


greatly improved as compared with 


the delicate, puny, fine - wooled 
sheep bred exclusively for fitness 
of fleece, and, (f course, giving lit- 
tle thought or care to maintaining 
either constitution or mutton-pro- 
ducing characteristics. From the 
last are derived the great bulk of 
average native flocks in the States. 
Over the line in Canada more at- 
tention has been given to the mut- 
ton breeds, and flocks of coarse 
wooled sheep are there quite com- 
mon. These common Merinos are 
small, but they have one important 
characteristic. They are hardy 
and will endure neglect, It is on 
this that they have been bred, and 
they exemplify the Darwinian law 
of the survival of the fittest. 

Simply because these native 
sheep have for generations been 
accustomed to shift for themselves, 
they are not profitable sheep for 
feeding. This kind of hardihood 
is incompatible with capacity to 
take on flesh rapidly and put it in 
the right places to make the best 
mutton.. If we fatten a sheep that 
has for generations been starved, 
and it inherits the characteristics 
ef such an animal, its fat is maiuly 
stowed away on its insides, where 
it can be most readily recalled in 
the emergencies of hunger that the 
animal’s experience has led it to 
expect. It takes several genera- 
tions of liberal and constant feed- 
ing te eradicate this instinctive 
tendency. The process. may be 
hastenced by crossing with breeds 
of sheep that are distinctively 
superior for mutten, and have 
good feed and care for many 
generations back. Cross a native 
Merino ewe with a coarse-wooled 
or Down buck, and its progeny 
will inherit many of the mutton 
producing characteristics of its 
sire. It will be a good feeder and 
will require liberal feeding from 
the first. At the same time it will 
not endure neglect, as would the 
native sheep without this infusion 
of new blood. 

Crossing, however, is not the 
way to establish a breed, Cross- 
bred lambs are usually sold young, 
or, if saved, are agdin crossed with 
pure-bred males of the mutton 
breeds. This three quarter blood 
sheep is nearly as good for the 
shambles as one of the full-breds 
and is of course far less expensive. 
In fact, they can be had very 
quickly by taking any native flock 
of fine-wooled sheep and breeding 
the ewes to a male of pure-bred 
mutton yariety. After two or 
three such crosses the prepotency 


as the pure-bred so marks the pro- 


geny that even when grades are 


extent of adding two or three

pounds yearly to its fleece, it may 
be seen at once that the charge of 
$100 or even $1,000 for an animal 
that can do this is not extravagant. 
And we may add that though it is 
good pay, it is not at all unreason- 
able for the care and skill in the 
breeder that has enabled him, af- 
ter years of labor, to accomplish 
this remarkable result. 

The fine wool breeders of this 
country are as a class the most 
painstaking, careful and intelligent 
farmers insthe world. It requires 
more than usual skill and care to 
keep any sheep successfully. They 
took the breed that demanded 
most of these qualities, and by giv- 
ing its breeding and management 
the study of a lifetime they have 
made it. what it has become. All 
its best characteristics have been 
intensified, and this too, while in- 
creasing the feeding and mutton- 
producing capacity that was once 
thought incompatible with the. 
producticn of the finest fleeces of 
wool.—[American Cultivator.

Very different from this was the 
task that improvers of the Merino, 
as it is known to the best breeders 
of the country, have set for them- 
selves, and have accomplished. 
Fineness of fleece was the sole good 
characteristic that the old Merino 
had. It was undersized, and worse 
still was generally weakly and a 
poor feeder. It was not really 
hardy, though it kept a better rep- 
utation for hardiness than it de- 
served, from ‘the fact that when 
neglected or poorly” cared for a 
part of the flock would die off 
every winter. Those that remained 
were therefore strong enough to 
live under any reasonably. decent 
management. The process of 
building up a constitution, and 
with it a decided increase in feed 
ing capacity, and without impairing 
fineness of fleece, has necessarily 
been a slow and difficult one. Some 
sheep breeders in Vermont and 
western New York have been at 
this more than a generation. What 
they have accomplished has become 
known all over the world, for there 
have been consignments of the im- 
proved American Merinos, not 
only to eur own southwest and to 
the Pacific coast, but to improve 
the flocks of Australian sheep 
breeders. 

There was at the outset no chance 
for, rapid improvement by cross- 
ing, for there were nowhere any 
fine-woeled sheep that had the de- 
sired characteristics, Lately it has
